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DIRECT COMMUNICATION WITH TRADERS. 





The DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE (Devetor- 
MENT AND INTELLIGENCE) is a centre at which information on 
all subjects of commercial interest is collected and classified 
in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far as 
the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to 
enquiries by traders on commercial matters. As far as is 
possible, the Department supplies, on personal or written 
application, information with regard to the following 
subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender, 
and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufac- 
turers at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in par- 
ticular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and 
Colonial Tariff aud Customs Regulations; Commercial 
Statistics ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations cen- 
cerning Commercial Travellers, Sources of Supply, Prices, 
etc., of Trade Products; Shipping and Transport, etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial 
products which are received from abroad from time to time 
are exhibited at the Offices of the Department. 

Samples of goods of German and Austrian manufacture 
which were sold in British markets abroad and in certain 
foreign markets are on exhibition in the Sample Rooms of 
the Department. 

Arrangements are now in progress for the BRITISH 
INDUSTRIES FATR, 1920, and a Supplement of the ‘‘Board 
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of Trade Journal’ dated 8th May, 1919, gives detailed 
instructions to exhibitors. The Office dcahng with Fair 
niatters is at 4, Queen Anne’s Gate Buildings, Westminster, 
S.W.1, to which address all enquiries should be made. 

In order that British manufacturers may have an oppor- 
tunity of familiarising themselves with German and Austrian 
methods of advertising, the Beard of Trade have collected 
over 9,500 SPECIMEN CATALOGUES CF GERMAN AND 
AUSTRIAN ORIGIN, and these may be inspected by British 
manufacturers at the Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 10, Basinghall Street, 
Londen, E.C. 2. 

A new index has been prepared, in which the catalogues 
are classified both as regards articles of manufacture and 
names of manufacturers, thus rendering identification of any 
particular catalogue a simple matter. Copies of this index 
may be obtained by United Kingdom manufacturers on 
application to the Comptroller-General, Department of 
Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence), 73, Basing- 
hall Street, London, E.C. 2.

SPECIAL REGISTER. 

The Special Register affords early information to manu- 
facturers and traders of new trade openings abroad before 
they become public property. It is also a vehicle for 
circulating reports on foreign competition, and any other 
matters likely to be of importance and interest to particular 
trades. The information, which is private and confidential, 
is supplied to the Department by His Majesty’s Trade Com- 
missioners within the Empire, and by His Majesty’s 
Diplomatic and Consular Representatives in foreign 
countries, and is circulated to firms on the Register as 
quickly as possible after its receipt. 

The Register is open to any approved British firm on the 
payment of a fee of two guineas per annum (which includes 
the annual subscription to the ‘“‘Board of Trade Journal’). 
lt is not open to non-British traders. 

Information is supplied solely for the purpose of extending 
trade in British-made goods. 

Those British firms who desire their names to be included 
in the Special Register shotld communicate with The 
ComptreHer General, Department of Cverseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. 2. 





FORM K. 


14.M. Consular Officers have received instractions to 
furnish the Department of Overseas Trade (Development 
and Intelligence) with commercial information respecting all 
firms in their respective Consular Districts who can ke 
recommended as possible importers of goods of British manu- 
facture. This information, which includes the commercial 





and financial status of the firms concerned, their local and 
luropean references, goods particularly required, terms of 
trading and language in which correspondence should be 
carried on, is furnished to the Department on a prescribed 
form, which is known as Form K. 


In order to obtain the fullest possible advantages from 
the ‘‘Form hk” system of information, a wide circulation is 
ESSENTIAL. 

A system of co-operation between the Department of 
Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence) and British 
traders is therefore necessary, and this co-operation 1s being 
attained as follows :— 


!. The Department collects and edits the information. 
2. The Trade Associations distribute the information. 


That is, the Department issues the information to— 
(a) The Association of Chambers of Commerce. 
(b) The Federation of British Industries. 

The bodies comprised in these organisations have their 
various component trades classified as shown in ‘‘Form K,” 
and lists of traders are therefore only circulated to those 
firms which come under that classification, thus avoiding 
circulating to trades which are not interested. 


The system is safeguarded by agreements with the 
distributing organisations against the issue of the informa- 
tion to any outside firms. All firms who wish to receive the 
information have to be approved by the Department. At 
present over 10,000 firms have joined, and any other firms 
who wish to participate should apply through their Chamher 
of Commerce or the Federation of British Industries (39, 
St. James’s Street, London, S.W. 1), or through bodies 
affiliated to the latter. 
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RELAXATION OF IMPORT RESTRICTIONS. 





In our last issue We gave summaries of the Decrees, 
published on 18th June, relating to the relaxation of 
restrictions on imports into France and Algeria, and to 
the ad valorem surtaxes payable in addition to the 
specific rates fixed by the Customs Tariff. 

It has not been found possible to complete the print- 
ing of these Decrees—involving, as they do, the colla- 
tion of ten new surtaxes with the Customs Tariff—in 
time for publication in to-day’s ‘‘Journal.’’ We have 
therefore been obliged to prepare a Special Supplement, 
which will be published and distributed to-morrow

We give elsewhere in this issue detailed returns, 
which have been prepared by the Coal Controller, show- 
ing the average output of coal per man in the various 
colliery districts of the United Kingdom. The returns 
cover the years 1913-1918, and the first sixteen weeks of 
1919. Particulars are also given of the average output 
per actual man shift, the percentage of absentecism, 
and the average number of days per week on which the 
pits raised coal. 





SWEDEN. 





EXPORT RESTRICTIONS REMOVED. 


The Board of Trade are officially informed that the 
Swedish Government have given a general guarantee 
which has been accepted by the Associated Govern- 
ments, that goods imported into that country will not 
be re-exported to enemy destinations. They announce, 
therefore, that except for goods on Lists A and B, all 
restrictions on export to Sweden, whether by freight or 
by parcel post, have now been removed. It is no longer 
necessary to consign any goods to importing associations 
or to official consignees in that country. _ 

Applications for licences to export goods on Lists A 
and F: should continue to be made to the Export Licence 
Department (situated after the 20th instant at 1, Queen 
Anne’s Gate Buildings, Westminster, S.W.1). 





IMPORT OF DYESTUFFS. 


ES 





CENTRAL IMPORTING AGENCY. 
The Board of Trade have issued the following state- 
ment in regard to the import of dyestuffs :— 
By the Proclamation of the 24th February, 1919, the 


importation into the United Kingdom of the following 
products was prohibited except under licence, viz. : — 


All derivatives of coal tar, generally known as inter- 
mediate products capable of being used or adapted 
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for use as dyestuffs, of of being modihed or 


further manufactured into dyestuffs. 

All direct cotton colours, all union colours, all acid wool 
colours, all chrome and mordant colours, all 
alizarine colours, all basic colours, all sulphide 
colours, all vat colours (including synthetic 
indigo), all oil, spirit and wax colours, all lake 
colours, and any other synthetic colours, dyes, 
stains, colour acids, colour bases, colour ‘akes, 
leuco acids, leuco bases, whether in paste, powder, 
solution, or any other form. 

At the same time, in accordance with the arrangements 
outlined in a White Paper issued some months ago (Cd, $194) 
setting out the Government scheme for affording State 
assistance to the dye-making industry, a special Committee 
known as the Trade and Licensing Sub-Committee, was 
established with offices at Danlee Buildings, 53, Spring 
Gardens, Manchester, in order to determine the kinds and 
quantities of the dyestuffs which were to be licensed for 
import, and generally to deal with all questions relating to 
such importation. 

This Sub-Committee consists of : — 

Dr. A. Ree and Dr. J. Turner, representing the dye 

manufacturing industry, and Mr. W. E. Kay and 
Mr. Thorp Whitaker, representing the dye-using 
industry, with Mr. W. Graham, of the Board of 
Trade, as Secretary. 

In order that there should be no undue delay in dealing 
with applications to import dyestuffs during the first few 
weeks whilst the necessary organisation was being set up, the 
Committee issued a General Licence permitting the importa- 
tion of all dyestuffs of bona-fide American, French, or Swiss 
origin, but this concession was withdrawn on the 9th April, 
and since that date licences have been necessary for the 
import of all consignments of dyestuffs coming into this 
country, whatever their origin. 

Whilst the regulation of the import of dyestuffs was 
primarily necessitated in order to prevent the free access 
of German materials to this market, it was felt that some 
measure of control was desirable over all imports if the 
scheme was to be thoroughly effective. It was therefore 
decided that a Central Importing Agency should be 
established under the direct control of the Committee, 
through which all imports of dyestuffs must pass at some 
stage. As soon as the Committee are in a position to con- 
sider applications for the import of German dyestuffs, which 
will not be until after the withdrawal of the Trading with 
the Enemy Regulations, the Central Importing Agency will 
be the medium through which supplies are made available to 
consumers. Except in the case of German dyes, the Agency 
will now undertake if desired the purchase of dyestuffs abroad 
on behalf of consumers, but where it is desired to make pur- 
chases direct or through recognised merchants, the goods 
will merely require to be consigned to the Agency for the 
account of the particular consignee, and the shipping docu- 
ments made out accordingly. For its services the Agency will 
charge a commission of 1 per cent. on the invoice value of 
the goods with a minimum charge of 5s., but this charge will 
not, of course, include any incidental expenses, such as 
freight insurance, storage, etc., which must naturally be 
additional and borne by the importer. The offices of the 
Central Importing Agency for the time being are at 21, 
Spring Gardens, Manchester. 

Any firms desiring further information on the subject, or 
wishing to make application for an import licence, are 
advised to communicate direct with the Secretary of the 
Licensing Sub-Committee, at the address already given 
(53, Spring Gardens, Marchester). 





INSURANCE OF TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 

Arrangements have now been made whereby the 
Board of Trade War Risks Insurance Office, 58, Corn- 
hill, E.C., will be able to give facilities for the insurance 
of the inland risks upon 

(a) British goods imported into Russia, and 

(b) Goods bought by British firms for export from 

Russia. 

The insurance will cover the goods against loss or 
damage arising from war risks, riots, civil commotions 
and other risks usually included in an ordinary Lloyds’ 
policy. " 

Full particulars and rates of premium—which will 
vary according to the localities concerned—can be ob- 
tained on personal application to the War Risks Insur- 
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ance Office, who should be supplied with precise details 
of the nature and destination, or, in the case of exports, 
place of purchase of the goods to be insured. Policies 
will in the first place only be issued for the area in 
South-Eastern Russia and the Northern Caucasus, in- 
cluding the ports of Taganrog, Rostov-on-Don, Novor- 
ossisk and Tuapse. 

Facilities for marine insurance will also be given in 
cases Where this cannot be obtained through the ordinary 
channels. 

The Admiralty have issued instructions whereby 
vessels carrying cargo for the ports of Taganrog and 
Rostov-on-Don will now be allowed to pass through 
the Kertch Straits into the Sea of Azov. 

It is desired to promote British trade in those por- 
tions of Europe where the disturbed political conditions 
arising from the war still constitute a serious and incal- 
culable risk. Experience since the Armistice has shown 
that British merchants are unable to insure privately 
against this risk, which they naturally cannot afford to 
take upon themselves. What is now proposed is that 
through the operations of the War Risks Office there 
should be provided facilities for the insurance at reason- 
able rates of goods in process of exchange between 
Great Pritain and these countries. Given the security 
which insurance will provide, it is believed that banks 
will be ready to co-operate in the re-establishment of 
trade by giving advances in the ordinary way of business 
to traders in respect of insured goods exported from 
and imported into the United Kingdom. 





TRADE WITH CAUCASIA AND THE DON 
PROVINCE. 

The Board of ‘rade announce that trade may be 
carried on with the whole of Caucasia and with that 
part of the Don Province which is in the occupation 
of the Volunteer Army. 

It will, of course, be necessary for exporters to obtain 
licences from the Export Licence Department befor? 
shipping to these territories goods of kinds which are 
prohibited to be exported from the United Kingdom ; 
and importers in this country must obtain licences from 
the Department of Import Restrictions before import- 
ing from the territories goods covered by the Prohibi- 
tion of Import Proclamations. 

The attention of exporters is called to the fact that 
connivance on their part at the re-exportation to any 
country with which the resumption of trade has not 
been approved, of any goods that they may export to 
these territories will render them lable to prosecution.

THE RAILWAYMEN. 
AGREEMENT AS TO CONDITIONS OF SERVICE. 


At the end of March an announcement was made in 





regard to the settlement which had been come to on 
certain points put forward by the National Union of 
Railwaymen and the Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen in their national programmes. 

Since that time, negotiations between the Govern- 
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ment, the Railway Executive Committee and the ‘wo 
Trades Unions have been proceeding, and an agreement 
has now been arrived at in regard to some of the out- 
standing items in the programmes relating to conditions 


of service. The following is a summary of the recent 


settlement in regard to employees embraced in the 
Conciliation Scheme :— 
THE SETTLEMENT. 


1.—CALCULATION OF TIME. 


It has been agreed that the excess payments for odd 
minutes for overtime, Sunday duty, and night duty, shall be 
cumulative until the end of the week, and the odd minutes 
then dealt with in the following manner :— 

(a) Periods of less than 15 minutes, to be dropped. 

(b) Periods of 15 minutes and up to 44 minutes, } hour. 

(c) Periods of 45 minutes and up to 60 minutes, 1 hour. 
2.—FoGGING AND Snowstorm DvtIEs. 

All grades are to be paid at standard rates of wages for 
fogging and snowstorm duties performed during ordinary 
working hours, and at time-and-a-half for such work when 
performed outside ordinary working hours. 

An allowance for refreshments at the rate of 3d. per hour 
to be made for all the time occupied in fogging and snow- 
storm duties, with a minimum of ls. per turn. 


3.—PAYMENT FOR SPECIAL DvuTIES oN SUNDAYS. 


It has been agreed to pay double-time on Sundays to 
Permanent Waymen, Signal Linemen, Telegraph Linemen, 
and men embraced in the Conciliation Scheme attached to 
the Signal and Telegraph Departments and working with the 
Linemen, when engaged on certain specified special duties, 
such as relaying, baliasting, repairs of slips, lifting lines, etc. 


4.—Merat TIMEs. 


Steam Locomotive Drivers and Firemen, Passenger 
Guards on Steam Trains, Goods Guards, and Traveiling 
Ticket Collectors.—To have continuous duty. Meal times to 
be taken as opportunity arises. In the case of Drivers and 
Firemen working on shunting engines, where the working is 
continuous an interval of ZO minutes shall be arranged 
between the third and fifth hours of duty. 


Motormen and Electric Trainmen.—To have continuous 
duty. In cases where the work is so incessant as not to give 
Opportunities for carrying out the necessities of nature, 
there shali be allowed 4U minutes in one or more breaks, one 
of which breaks sball be of not less than 2U minutes’ dura- 
tion, provided if it be agreed that there shall be only one 
break, that break will be arranged for between the third 
and fifth hours. 

Shunters.—To have continuous duty. Meals to be taken 
as opportunities arise. In the case of shunters working with 
shunting engines, where the working is continuous an 
interval of 20 minutes shall be arranged between the third 
and fifth hours of duty. 

Signalmen.—To have continuous duty. Mealtimes to be 
taken as opportunities arise. The following exceptions to 
apply :— 

(a) Signalmen working two shifts in the same box to 
cover the busy periods in the morning end 
evening. 

(b) Where it has been the practice at small country 
stations, or intermediate boxes, to book the 
Signalman off for meal times while the box was 
closed, the practice may be continued. 


(The spreadover time in each of the foregoing cases not to 
exceed nine hours.) 


All other men in Conciliation Grades.—Meal times shall 
be rostered, and such meal times shall be outside the work- 
ing day. Generally, only one meal time to be arranged for, 
and that break shall not exceed one hour, but at country 
stations and in cases of men working five long and one short 
turns of duty, two meal times may be arranged, the aggre- 
- time of such meal times not to exceed 14 hours per 

lem. 


5.—JuUNIOR GRADES. 


Tt is agreed that a Junior shall, for the purpose of pay, 
be considered as an adult at 18 years of age. 


G6.—HuicnHner Dory Pay. 


A man temporarily filling the post of a man ina higher 
grade, or higher class of grade, shall be paid as follows :— 
If he works 4 hours or less per day in the higher grade, he 
shal] be paid for the full turn of duty, a mean between his 
lower rate of pay and the minimum of the higher grade he 
tollows. If he works more than 4 hours per day in the higher 
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grade, he shall be paid the minimum wage of the higher 
grade for the full turn of duty. 

This arrangement not to apply to cleaners when working 
as firemen, or firemen when working as drivers. 


7.—SpeciaL Train Duties. Drivers, FIREMEN aND Goops 
GUARDS. 


Special train duties to be eliminated as far as possible. 
In the case of Drivers, Firemen, and Goods Guards, who are 
not rostered for fixed working, a system to be instituted 
under which each man, when booking off duty, shall be 
given a form to show at what hour after he has had 12 hours’ 
rest he shall hold himself in readiness for resuming work. 

Week-days.—If he is not booked on for duty within 10 
hours of the time shown on the form, provided such time 
falls on a week-day, he shall be given a day’s pay at his 
ordinary standard rate, and be allowed to take a further 
period of rest, with a minimum of 8 hours. Such payment 
shall be taken into consideration in the guaranteed week’s 
pay, but shall not be taken into consideration in regard to 
overtime payments. Before the expiration of the 8 hours’ 
rest the man shall be advised at what hour he is again to 
hold himself in readiness to be called for work. 

Sundays.—lf the time shown on the form falls between 
midnight Saturday and midnight Sunday, and the man is 
not booked on within 8 hours of that time, he shall be given 
a day’s pay at his ordinary standard rate. Such payment 
shall not form part of the guaranteed week. In cases where 
a man is shown to hold himself in readiness for duty on 
Sunday, and is not made use of, he shall not be liable for 
call again before 6 a.m. on Monday. 


S.—PAYMENT FOR OVERTIME. SuNDAY To Monpay TcrRNs 
oF Doty. 


Men booked on duty on Sundays for a turn running into 
Monday morning to be paid as for a Sunday turn of duty, 
in accordance with the guaranteed day agreement. 


9.—INCAPACITY OF ENGINEMEN OWING TO DEFECTIVE EvEsIGuT 
DRIVERS AND FIREMEN. 

If a Driver or Fireman is taken off a footplate owing to 
failing eyesight, the Company will do the best they can to 
find him employment, and if he is put into a lower-rated 
position he shall receive the mean between the position he 
vacates and the position he assumes; provided that in no 
case where employment is found shall a driver be rated at 
less than 40s. per week, nor a fireman at less than 365s. 
per week. 


10.—LopGing ALLOWANCES. 


The following allowances have been agreed :—- 

(a) For trainmen, z.c., drivers, firemen, passenger and 
goods guards and travelling ticket collectors, the lodging 
allowance should be as follows :— 

(1) When notified of double home turn before leaving 
place of residence.—13d. per hour trom booking 
on duty at home station to booking off at home 
station. Minimum 3s. 6d. 

(2) Men booked off to take a second rest.—2d. per 
hour from signing off duty for second rest to 
signing off duty at home station. 

(3) When not notified of double-home turn before 
leaving place of residence.—2d. per hour from 
booking on duty at home station to booking off 
duty at home station. Minimum 4s. 

(4) Allowance for food provided but not required.—In 
the case of a man ordered to work a double-home 
turn, who packs food accordingly, but is advised 
after leaving his home that he will not be required 
to take rest away from home, the sum of Is. $d. 
shall be allowed. 

(5) Men temporarily transferred from home station to 
another station.—Lodging allowances for men 
temporarily transferred from their home station 
to another station to be 3s. 6d. per day and night. 
(Where the Company provide lodging accommoda- 

tion, a deduction of ls. per day or night to be made 
in the foregoing allowances, except No. 4.) 

(b) For all grades in the Conciliation Scheme, other 
than drivers, firemen, passenger and goods guards, and 
travelling ticket collectors. 

ls. per day to cover expenses if away from home 
station during booked meal time. 

2s. per night. 

3s. per day and night. 


11.—Rear. 

It has been agreed that the following variation shal] be 
made in the Rest clause included in the previous agreement : 
(2) The rest interval agreed on shall not be adhered to 
when it is necessary to call men out for emergen- 

cies, such as breakdowns, failures, fog, ete. 
(b) The 12 hours’ interval for rest may be reduced to 
8 hours by mutual agreement in the case of men 
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working in shifts of 8 hours when changing turns 
of duty at the week-ends. 

(c) The 9-hour interval shall not necessarily be adhered 
to in respect of trainmen working race trains, 
excursion trains, or other similar special trains. 
In such cases it is agreed that an interval of 7 
hours’ rest only need be given where the outward 
working has not exceeded 7 hours. 


12.—HyYsrRip GRADES. 

(a) Porter-Signalmen.—To be paid half the difference 
between the porters’ rate applicable to the porter- 
age work performed and the rate of the box in 
which signalmen’s duty is performed, Men work- 
ing more than 50 per cent. of their time as signal. 
men to receive signalmen’s rate of pay applicable 
to the box. . 

(b) Porter-Guards.—To be paid half the difference 
between the rate applicable to the porterage work 
performed and the minimum guard’s rate. Men 
working more than 50 per cent. of their time as 
guards to be paid the minimum guard’s rate. 

(All other Hybrid Grades to be abolished.) 
13.—CLOTHING FOR ENGINEMEN. 

It has been agreed that the foliowing clothing shall be 
supplied to enginemen tree of cost :— 

2 suits of jean overalls, 1 serge jacket, 1 cap. Annually, 

1 reefer jacket, or 1 overcoat, every two years. 

14.—Piecework, Bonvs, anp ToNNAGE WORKING. 

It has been agreed that all rates or revisions of piecework, 
bonus and tonnage working shall be agreed between the 
railway companies and men concerned. . . 

In cases of failure on the part of the railway companies 
and the men concerned to come to an agreement respecting 
rates of payment for piecework, bonus or tonnage working, 
the matter to be referred to the negotiating Committee, 
who will decide how the matter shall be settled. 

The remaining matter to be settled is that relating 
to rates of wages. At the moment, the men are work- 
ing under the guarantee of the Government that no 
adverse alteration shall be made during the present 
year, and the object sought to be secured in the mean- 
time is the standardisation of rates as between the 
respective railways in order to siinplify a settlement of 
the permanent rates to be adopted.

DISPOSAL OF GOODS DETAINED AT 
ARCHANGEL. 

The Acting Commercial Attache in Archangel has 
forwarded copies of regulations published in connection 
with liquidation of goods imported via Archangel for 
Central Russia which have been lying on the railway 
owing to communication with the interior having been 
suspended. Trades having goods lying under the above 
conditions will be furnished with copies of these regu-

LEASING OF LAND IN MURMANSK. 

Information has been received from the Acting 
British Commercial Attaché at Archangel regarding the 
regulations of the leasing of land in the town of Mur- 
mansk. 

These regulations apply to plots in the town, and 
special regulations will shortly be issued for the leases 
of land along the shores of the Kola Inlet. The main 
feature of these leases is that areas should be leased for 
a long period at low rental, the lessee undertaking to 
build walls, erect buildings, ete., in accordance with 
plans to be submitted to the naval authorities at the 
port of Murmansk.

COAL COMMISSION. 


CHAIRMAN’S REPORT ON NATIONALISATION. 

‘our Interim Reports have been issued by the Coal 
Commissioners appointed under the Coal Industry 
Commission Act, 1919, to inquire into the organisation 
and control of the Coal Industry. They are contained 
in a Parliamentary Paper (Cmd. 210), price 4d. These 
reports consist of— 

(1) A Report, signed by Mr. Justice Sankey, the 
Chairman, in favour of the immediate acquisition 
of coal royalties by the State; the acceptance oi 
the principle of State ownership of the mines; and 
the immediate establishment of a scheme for joint 
local administration in preparation for the enact- 
ment of State ownership in 1922. He recommends 
‘‘fair and just’’ compensation to the owners of 
royalties and coal mines. 

(2) A Report, signed by Mr. Robert Smillie, Mr. 
Herbert Smith, and Mr. Frank Hodges (the miners’ 
officials), and Mr. R. H. Tawney, Mr. Sidney 
Webb, and Sir Leo Chiozza Money, in which ‘‘sub- 
stantial agreement’’ is expressed with the Chair- 
man’s report, but exception is taken to its sugges- 
tions on several points of detail. The three miners’ 
officials are opposed to the payment of compensa- 
tion to mineral owners. 

(3) A Report, signed by Sir Adam Nimmo, Mr. R. W. 
Cooper, and Mr. Evan Williams (the mineowners’ 
representatives), and by Mr. A. Balfour and Sir 
Allan Smith. They are opposed to the nationalis- 
ation of the coal industry in any form, but they are 
in favour of the State ownership of the coal. 

(4) A Report, signed only by Sir Arthur Duckham, 
also in favour of State ownership of mineral rights, 
but against the national ownership of mines. He 
puts forward a scheme for the amalgamation of 
colliery interests in the several districts. 





MR. JUSTICE SANKEY’S REPORT. 
We give below the text of the Chairman’s Report :— 


Report by the Honourable Mr. Justice Sankey, G.B.E. 
(Chairman) :— 

TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 
May IT PLEASE Your MAJESTY 


[ have the honour to present a further Report in pursuance 

of the Coal Industry Commission Act, 1919 
l RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I.—I recommend that Parliament be invited immediately 
to pass legislation acquiring the Coal Royalties for ithe State 
and paying fair and just compensation to the owners. 

[f.—I recommend on the evidence before me that the 
principle of State ownership of the coal mines be accepted. 

[11.—I recommend that the scheme for local administra- 
tion hereinafter set out, or any modification of it adopted 
by Partiament, be immediately set up with the aid of the 
Coal Controller’s Department, and that Parliament be in- 
vited to pass legislation acquiring the coal mines for the 
State, after the scheme has been worked for three years 
from the date of this Report, paying fair and just compensa- 
tion to the owners. 

IV.—The success of the industry, whether under private 
or State ownership, depends upon productivity and upon 
everyone doing his best. The alarming fall in output has 
convinced me that at present everyone is not doing his best. 
I'am not eble to say whether this is the fault of the manage- 
ment or of the workers, or of both. Each-blames the other. 
The cause must be investigated, but, whatever it may be, it 
is hopeless to expect an improvement in the present 
atmosphere of distrust and recrimination. My prescription 
is the old proverb: ‘‘Plenty of work and a heart to do it.” 

V.—L make this Report because I believe that the workers 
at present employed can and will maintain an output of 
250,000,000 tons a vear at least, which was the figure adopted 
in the Interim Report of 20th March last, presented by me 
and my three colleagues. I rely upon the honour of the 
men’s leaders and of the men and of all others concerned to 
achieve this result. In my opinion it can and ought to be 
done. If the output per man continues to go down the 
supremacy of this country is in danger. 
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VI.—I recommend the continuance of the Coal Control 
for three years from the date of this Report. 

VI1.—I repeat paragraph XIX of the Interim Report of 
20th March above referred to. The question of State owner- 
ship is one of policy to be determined by Parliament in which 
all classes, interests, and industries are represented. 

[Paragraph XIX, to which Mr. Justice Sankey refers, is 
as follows: —‘‘It must not, however, be forgotten that after 
all the question of nationalisation or a method of unification 
by national purchase and/or by joint control, is ultimately 
one of policy to be determined by Parliament, and not by 
this Commission, although this Commission will be able to 
consider and report upon the various schemes or suggestions 
which may be put forward as a final solution of the 
problem.’’ j 


2. REASONS FOR THE STATE OWNERSHIP OF 


COAL ROYALTIES. 


V{lI.—Coal is our principal national asset, and as it is a 
wasting asset it is in the interest of the State that it should 
be won and used to the best advantage. 

IX.—The seams of coal are now vested in the hands of 
nearly 4,000 owners, most of whom are reasonable, but some 
of them are a real hindrance to the development of the 
national asset. ° 

X.—In certain areas the ownership of the seams of coal 
is in the hands of many smail owners, some of whom cannot 
be found, and this causes great delay and expense in acquir- 
ing the right to work the mineral. 

XI.—Barriers of coal are left unworked between the 
properties of various owners to an extent which, in many 
cases, is not necessary for safe and proper working of the 
individual concern, and millions of tons of the national 
asset are thereby wasted. 

XII.—Drainage and pumping are carried on in individual 
pits at heavy unnecessary expense instead of under a 
centralised plan covering a whole area. Further, lack of 
co-operation in drainage has in the past been, and is at the 
present time, conducive to the abandonment of coal and 
collieries. 

XIIl.—Boundaries of undertakings are arbitrary and 
irregular and make coal in certain places difficult to work or 
not worth working. 

XTV.—Plots of lend are let for building, and the law 
allows this to be done without the right of underground 
support, so that the coal is worked from underneath, houses 
are damaged, and no compensation is payable; this is not 
consistent with the public wellbeing. 

XV.—Under State ownership there will be cone owner 
instead of nearly 4,000 owners of the national asset, and 
the difficulties caused under the present system in regard 
t> barriers, drainage, pumping, boundaries, and support will 
largely disappear. 

XVI.—The State ownership should be exercised through 
a Minister of Mines. 

XVII.—The Interim Report of the Acquisition and Valua- 
tion of Land Committee has pointed out at least 14 defects 
arising from the present system of ownership of the seams 
of coal and proposes to create a new sanctioning authority 
vested with power to issue compulsory orders from time to 
time to remedy these defects as and when they are in 
different cases found to exist. 

XVIII.—-I regard as preferable to this expensive piece 
meal machinery that the seams of coal should be acquired by 
the State once and for ail in one final settlement, together 
with all usual or necessary easements and rights incidental 
thereto, together with power to procure all such easements 
and rights in the future. If the State only acquires the 
seams from time to time it means many arbitrations, many 
intermediate settlements, enhanced delay, and increase 
cost of administration. 


3. METHOD OF PURCHASE OF COAL 
ROYALTIES. 


XIX .—The value of each individual royalty cwner’s in- 
terest should be assessed by Government valuers with a 
appeal to a specially constituted tribunal. : 

XX.—Such valuers should take into consideration— 

(a) the properties where coal has been developed ; 

(b) potential properties where coal is known to exist and 
is awaiting development ; 

(c) surface wayleaves and shaft rent in certain cases 
which destroy the amenities of the neighbouring 
property ; 

(d) the usual royalty charged in the district for the class 
of coal in question ; 

but not— 

(e) properties in which the existence of coal is uncertain 
but suspected ; and 

(f) underground wavyleaves. 

XXT.—T also suggest that Parliament in laving dawn the 
principles of valuation shou'd consider whether i€ is not 
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possible to fix a total maximum sum which would form a 
pool to be allocated between the various individual royalty 
owners in accordance with the foregoing or any other 
principles which Parliament may adopt. The advantage ot 
this plan would be that the State would at once know its 


total maximum liability. 
4. REASONS FOR STATE OWNERSHIP OF 
COAL MINES. 


XXII.—Coal mining is our national key industry upon 
which nearly all other industries depend. <A cheap and 
adequate supply of coal is essential to the comfort of in- 
dividuals and to the maintenance of the trade of the country. 
In this respect, and in the peculiar conditions of its working, 
the coal mining industry occupies a unique and exceptional 
place in our national life, and there is no other industry 
with which it can be compared. 

XXIII.—The other industries and consumers generally are 
entitled to have a voice in deciding the amount of coal to 
be produced and the price at which it is to be soid, which 
they have not had in the past. 

XXIV.—The export trade in coal has greatly increased, 
and the system of competition between many private colliery 
ewners and exporters to obtain orders frequenily prevents 
the industry getting the full value for the article. 

XXV.—The inland trade in coal has greatly increased, 
and the system of distribution through the hands of many 
private individuals prevents the consumer getting the article 
as cheaply as he should do. It has been estimated that there 
are 28,000 retail distributors of coal in the United Kingdom. 

XXVI.—In other words, there is underselling in the export 
trade and overlapping in the inland trade. 

XXVII.—Passing to another phase of the difficulties, the 
lack of capital in some mines, and the lack of proper 
management in others, prevent the development of coalfields 
and the extraciion of coal to the best advantage for the 
benefit of the nation. 

XXVIII.—There are in the United Kingdom about 3,000 
pits owned by about 1,500 companies or individuals. Unifica- 
tion under State ownership makes it possible to apply the 
principles of standardisation of materials and appliances and 
thereby to effect economies to an extent which 1s impossible 
under a system where there are so many individual owners. 

XXIX.—it may be argued that the foregoing defects in 
the present system could be removed by changes in the direc- 
tion of unification falling short of State ownership. 

XXX.—But a great change in outlook has come over the 
workers in the coalfields, and it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to carry on the industry on the old accustomed lines. 
The relationship between the masters and workers in most 
of the coalfields in the United Kingdom is, unfortunately, of 
such a character that it seems impossible to better it under 
the present system of ownership. Many of the workers think 
they are working for the capitalist, and a strike becomes a 
contest between labour and capital. This is much less likely 
to apply with the State as owner, and there is fair reason 
to expect that the relationship between labour and the com- 
munity will be an improvement upon the relationship 
between labour and capital in the coalfields. 

XXX1.—Half a century of education has produced in the 
workers in the coalfields far more than a desire for the 
material advantages of higher wages and shorter hours. They 
have now, in many cases and to an ever-increasing extent, 
a higher ambition of taking their due share and interest in 
the direction of the industry to the success of which they, 
too, are contributing. 

XXXII.—The attitude of the colliery owners is well 
expressed by Lord Gainford, who, speaking on their behalf 
as a witness before the Commission, stated: ‘‘I am authorised 
to say on behalf of the Mining Association that if owners are 
not to be left complete executive control they will decline 
to accept the responsibility of carrying on the industry, and, 
though they regard nationalisation as disastrous to the 
country, they feel they would in such event be driven to the 
only alternative—nationalisation on fair terms.”’ 


XXXIIT.—It is true that in the minds of many men there 
is a fear that State ownership may stifle incentive, but to-day 
awe ere faced in the coalfields with increasing industrial 
unrest and a constant strife between modern labour and 
modern capital. 

I think that the danger to be apprehended from the 
wvertainty of the continuance of this strife in the coal-mining 
industry outweighs the danger arising from the problematical 
fear of the risk of the loss of incentive. 

XXXI1V.—The object to be aimed at under State owner- 
ship is national co-ordinaticn of cffort in respect of the pro- 
duction of the national asset and of its export and inland 


supply. 
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QD. METHOD OF PURCHASE AND CARRYING 
ON OF THE COAL-MINES. 

XXXV.—Ilt is suggested that the State should purchase 
all the collieries, including colliery buildings, plant 
machinery, stores, and other effects in and about the colliery 
at a fair value, subject to the next paragraph. F 

XXXVI.—In addition, expenditure on development of ihe 
collieries (including the provision of houses) incurred after 
a date to be fixed and with the consent of the Controller of 
Coal Mines, should be repaid with interest at the rate of 6 
per cent. per annum from the date of the expenditure, pro- 
vided that if such expenditure has become remunerative 
betore the date of the purchase, the amount of the sum pay- 
uble by way of interest, should be reduced by the amount of 
the profits earned thereon. 

XAXAVII.—In further addition the State should take 
power to purchase real and movable property directly asso. 
ciated with the working of the colliery not comprised in 
paragraph XXXV, other than the assets at the coiliery at 
a ijair value. ii 

AXXVIIT.—In the case of composite undertakings the 
owners should have a right to compel the State to purchase 
and the State should have the right to compel the owner ie 
sell, the whole undertaking if, in the opinion of an arbitrator 
the severance of the undertaking cannot be economically 
or commercially effected. By composite undertaking js 
ineant an undertaking where a company or firm is carrying 
on a colliery in addition to and in conjunction with another 
works, e.g., a colliery and a steel works. . 

XXXIX.—Without prejudice to the powers recommended 
by the last paragraph, it isa matter for careful consideration 
whether the coke and by-product industry, which is at 
present only in its infancy, should not be allowed to remain 
in private ownership. 

XL.—It is suggested that the bulk of the present officials 
engaged in the coal mining industry, including the managing 
directors of companies, should be offered an opportunity of 
remaining on at their present salaries on a five years’ agree- 
ment, together with any increases awarded from time to time. 

XLI.—The Civil Servant has not been trained to run an 
industry, but the war has demonstrated the potentiality of 
the existence of a new class of men (whether already in the 
service of the State or not) who are just as keen to serve the 
State as they are to serve a private employer, and who have 
been shown to possess the qualities of courage in taking 
initiative necessary for the running of an industry. 

XLII.—Hitherto, State management of industries has on 
balance failed to prove itself free from serious shortcomings 
but these shortcomings are largely due to the neglect of the 
State to train those who are to be called on for knowledge 
and ability in management. 

X LIII.—The experience of the last few years has, however, 
shown that it is not really difficult for the British nation to 
provide a class of administrative officers who combine the 
strongest sense of public duty with the greatest energy and 
capacity for initiative. Those who have this kind of train- 
ing appear to be capable in a high degree of assuming 
responsibility and also of getting on with the men v hom they 
have to direct. 

XLIV.—Finally, under State ownership it is always 
possible to lease a mine to particular persons on terms agree- 
able to those who are engaged in the production of coal 
thereat, and this principle can be applied not only to a mine 
or a group of mines, contained in a particular district but 
to a composite undertaking. 

N.B.—If and when the coal mines are acquired by the 
State, any just claims of pioneer boring companies should 
be recognised, and the State should take power to carry out 
exploratory borings. 


6. THE SCHEME FOR LOCAL ADMINISTRATION. 


N.B.—The propositions put forward in this scheme must 
not be regarded as recommendations, nor does the scheme 
aim at being comprehensive. The time at my disposal only 
allows me to make suggestions which it is hoped will be useful 


to Parliament.

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XLV.—Every mine shall be under the duly certificated 
manager, who shall be responsible for the control, manage- 
ment, direction, and safety of the mine and the extent and 
method of working, provided always that such manager shall 
not be personally liable for conforming to any lawful order 
for safety made by the District Mining Council. 

XLVI.—There shail be established at each mine a Local 
Mining Council, who shall meet fortnightly, or oftener if 
need be, to advise the manager on all questions concerning 
the direction and safety of the mine. 

XLVII.—The Council shall consist of 10 members, of whom 
the manager, under-manager, and the commercial manager 
shall be ex officio. Four members shall be elected by ballot 
by the workers in or about the mine, and the remaining three 
members shall be appointed by the District Mining Council. 
The members shall hold office for two years. 

XLVIII.—It shall be the duty of the Council to report fort- 
nightly to the Minister of Mines and to the District Mining 
Council any fall in output and the cause thereof. 

XLIX.—If the manager refuses to take the advice of the 
focal Mining Council on any question concerning the safety 
and health of the mine, such question shall be referred to the 
District Mining Council. 

L..—The contracts of employment of workmen shall em- 
body an undertaking to be framed by the District Mining 
Council to the effect that no workman will, in consequence of 
any dispute, join in giving any notice to determine his con- 
tract, nor will he combine to cease work, unless and until the 
question in dispute has been before the Local Mining Counvil 
and the District Mining Council and those Councils have 
failed to settle the dispute. 

Li.—There shall be a commercial manager of the mine or 
group of mines (which office, if the District Mining Council 
think fit, shall be vested in the mine manager) whose duty it 
shall be, subject to the control of the manager, to arrange 
for the purchase and supply of stores in the mines and to take 
steps subject to the control of the district commercial 
manager for the disposal of its output. 

N B.—It is thought that some of the present managing 
directors of companies might be appointed the commercial 
managers. 

.11.—Each mine shall send in a costing account in the ap- 
proved form to the District Mining Council. 


LITI.—The workers at each mine shall be entitled to an out- 
put allowance to be ascertained in an approved manner and 
divided among them half-yearly. 

(ii.) T'ne District MINING CouNciL. 

N.B.—The object of this part of the scheme is to prevent 
the bureaucratic running of the industry by causing it to be 
controlled locally by a Council of fourteen, upon which there 
is equal representation for the miners, for the consumers, 
and for the persons acquainted with the commercial and 
technical side of the industry. 

LIV.—There shall be established in each mining district 
a District Mining Council upon whom shall rest the main 
executive responsibility of taking measures to secure the 
health and safety of the workmen and the production of coal 
in the district. 

N.B.—It is suggested that the mining districts be : — 

1. Scotland, East. 
2. Scotland, West. 
3. Northumberland 
4. Durham. 
5. Cumberland. 
6. Yorkshire. 
7. Lancashire and Cheshire. 
8 North Wales. 
9. Nottinghamshire, Derbyshire, and Leicestershire. 
10. Staffordshire, Worcestershire, and Shropshire. 
11. Warwickshire. 
12. South Wales and Monmouthshire. 
13. Gloucestershire, Somersetshire. 
14, Kent. 

LV.—The District Mining Council shall conform to any 
order for safety made by the Chief Inspector of Mines, or by 
a Divisional Mines Inspector, and shall not make an order in 
respect of safety which is contrary to any Act of Parliament 
or regulations thereunder 

LVI.—Subject to the direction of the Minister of Mines 
the District Mining Council shall manage in its district the 
entire coal extraction, the regulation of output, the discon- 
tinuance of or the opening out of mines, trial sinkings, the 
control of prices and the basis of wage assessment, and the 
distribution of coal. 

LVI1i.—In fixing the pit-head price under State ownership 
the following items shall be provided for :— 

(a) A fair and just wage for all workers in the industry. 
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(b) The cost of materials, etc. 

(c) Upkeep and management, and development work. 
(d) Interest on the Bonds to be issued as the purchase 
price of the coal royalties and coal mines. 

(e) The contribution towards a sinking fund to redeem 
the Bonds. 
(f) A profit for national purposes. 


LV11i1.—The District Mining Council shall be entitled to 
make arrangements with local authorities or with private 
persons (including in such term co-operative societies, com- 
panies, firms, and individuals) and in country districts, if 
permissible, with the local railway station-master, for the 
sale and distribution of inland coal, and with private persons, 
firms, and companies for the sale and distribution of export 
coal, and shall have power to fix from time to time the price 
above which coal may not be sold for household and industrial 
purposes. 

LIX.—-The District Mining Council shall consist of a Chair- 
man and Vice-Chairman, appointed by the Minister of 
Mines, and twelve other members. Four members shall be 
elected by ballot by the workers, and the remaining eight 
members shall be appointed by the National Mining Council 
as follows: 





Four to represent consumers (of whom in iron and steel 
districts two at least shall represent the iron and steel 
trades, and in shipping districts two at least shall repre- 
sent recognised coal exporters). 

Two to represent the technical side of the industry, e.g., 
mining engineering, and 

Two to represent the commercial side of the industry— 
purchase of material and sale of output. 


L.X.—Al]l members shall hold office for three years, and 
shall be paid a salary. 


LXI.—The District Mining Council shall meet at least 
monthly, and oftener if need be. 


LXII.—The District Mining Council shall appoint all mine 
ee and all commercial mine-Managers within its own 
istrict. 


LXI111.—The District Mining Council shall appoint a com- 
mercial committee, and a commercial manager whose duty 
shall be, subject to the control of the commercial committee, 
to arrange for the purchase and supply of stores for any 
mine and to take steps for the disposal of the output of coal 
from this district. 


LXIV.—The contracts of employment of workmen shall 
embody an undertaking to be framed by the District Mining 
Council to the effect that no workman will, in consequence 
of any dispute affecting a district, join in giving any notice 
to determine his contract, nor will he combine to cease work, 
unless and until the question in dispute has been before the 
District Mining Council and the National Mining Council, 
and those Councils have failed to settle the dispute. 

(iii.) Tne Nationat Minine Covuncin. 


N.B.—The object of this part of the scheme is to get a 
body composed of members of the District Mining Councils 
who shall meet at stated intervals to discuss and advise the 
Minister ot Mines on all questions connected with the in- 
dustry. The Minister of Mines will be assisted by a Stand- 
ing Committee of 18 members elected from and by the 
National Mining Council, who will meet regularly for the 
purpose of superintending the operation of District Mining 
Councils. The Minister of Mines will sit in and be respon- 
sible to Parliament. 


LXV.—There shall be established a National Mining 
Council, which shall meet from time to time to discuss with 
and advise the Minister of Mines upon all questions con- 
nected with the operation and management of the industry. 

LXVI.—The Minister of Mines shall be appointed by the 
Government, and shall sit in and be responsible to Parlia- 
ment. Such Minister-shall superintend the operation of the 
District Mining Councils and shall preside over the National 
Mining Council. 

I.XV1I.—The National Mining Council shall be formed as 
follows:—-Each District Mining Council shall elect one 
member for every 5,000,000 tons of output, provided that 
every district shall elect at least one member. 


LXVIIIl.—The members shall be elected for three years, 
and shall meet once a year in London, once a year in Edin- 
burgh, and once a year in Cardiff, and at such other times 
as summoned by the Minister of Mines. Members shall be 
entitled to their travelling expenses. 


LX1IX.—There shall be elected from and by the members 
of the National Mining Council a Standing Committee of 18, 
six of whom sha!l retire each year and shall not he eligible 
for re-election for the next year. Six shall represent the 
workers, six shall represent consumers, and six the technical 
and commercial side of the industry. 
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LXX.—The Minister of Mines shall be entitled, after con- 
sulting the Standing Committee, to veto any resolution come 
to either by a Local Mining Council or a District Mining 
Council, and in the event of his so doing he shall state 
publicly his grounds for so acting. 

LXXI.—No national alteration of wages shall be made 
without the consent both of the Minister of Mines and the 
Standing Committee. 

LXXII.—The contracts of employment of workmen shall 
embody an undertaking to be framed by the District Mining 
Council to the effect that no workman will, in consequence 
of any national dispute, join in giving any notice to deter- 
mine his contract, nor will he combine to cease work, unless 
and until the question in dispute has been before the National 
Mining Council and that Council has failed to settle the 
dispute; provided that on the written request of 15 members 
of the National Mining Council the Minister of Mines shall 
convene a meeting of the Council within one month. 

(iv.) FINANCE AND PUBLICITY. 

LX XI1I1.—The finances of each district shall be kept en- 
tirely separate, and a return in the approved form shall be 
sent to the Minister of Mines once a quarter. 

LXXIV.—An approved system of auditing shall be estab- 
lished for all accounts. 

LXXV.—The Treasury: shall not be entitled to interfere 
with or to have any control over the appropriation of moneys 
derived from the industry. The said moneys shall be kept 
entirely separate and apart from other national moneys, until 
the profit accruing from the industry 1s periodically ascer- 
tained and paid into the Exchequer. 

LXXVI.—It being of vital importance that the Mines 
Department should be managed with the freedom of a pri- 
vate business, the present Civil Service system of selection 
and promotion by length of service, of grades of servants, of 
minuting cpinions and reports from one servant to another, 
and of salaries and pensions, shall not apply to the servants 
attached to the Mines Department. 

LXXVII.—The Minister of Mines shall cause the following 
statistics to be made public: — 

(a) the quarterly financial return from each district; 

(b) the output from each district ; 

(c) the number of persons employed above and below 
ground ; 

(d) the cost per ton of getting and distributing coal, 
showing proportion due to wages, material, man- 
agement, interest, and profit ; 

(e) the amount of coal produced per man per shift ; 

(f) the amount of absenteeism. 


LXXVIII.—Pending the acquisition of the coal mines by 
the State, the colliery owners shall continue to have and be 
subject to the rights and liabilities conferred and imposed 
upon them by the Coal Mines Control Agreement (Confirma- 
tion) Act, 1918, or any statutory provision that may be 
substituted therefor as suggested in the Interim Report of 
the 20th March presented by me and my three colleagues, or 
otherwise. {The reference apparently is to para. 8 of the 
Report of March 20, namely:—‘‘It will therefore be seen 
that to meet the decreased hours and the increased wage a 
sum of £43,000,000 is required this year. To meet this it is 
proposed, through the machinery of the Coal Mines Control 
Agreement as amended for the purpose, to allow the coal- 
owners to retain ls, 2d. per ton of coal raised.’’] 

(v.) Sarety, Hearty, anp Researcu. 

LXXIX.—For providing for safety, health, and research 
there shall be a corps of officers, as set out in the following 
paragraphs. 

LXXX.—For safety, the present system of Chief Inspector 
and Divisional Inspectors shall be continued, and such in- 
spectors shall continue to perform the same duties as their 
predecessors, but the number of inspectors shall be increased 
and shall be in proportion either— 

(i.) to the area, or 
(ii.) to the number of men employed, as for example, 
one inspector to, say, 5,000 men. 

LXXXI.—The appointment of such safety inspectors shall 
be made by the Minister of Mines, to whom the inspectors 
shall report and be responsible. 

LXXXII.—For health, there shall be appointed central 
and local inspectors of health as distinguished from safety, 
who shall be charged with the superintendence of the health 
and convalescence of colliery workers. 

LXXXIII.—The appointment of such health inspectors 
shall be made by the Minister of Mines, to whom the inspec- 
tors shall report and be responsible. 

LXXXIV.—For research, there shall be attached to the 
Ministry of Mines a Research Section for the purpose of 
carrying out departmental research work in safety, health, 
and economies in mining. 

LXXXV.—The appointment of such research staff shall be 
by the Minister of Mines. 
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(vi.) ApMIRALTY COAL. 


The Admiralty and the War Office shall be entitled io 
requisition coal at any mine at a pit-head price equal to the 
lowest price charged to any consumer. 


(vil.) THe Export TRADE. 


LXXXVII.—Any person shall be entitled to purchase coal 
for export from any mine in the same way as he would have 
been entitled had such mine remained in private ownership. 

LAXXVIII.—The State shall not make or give any undue 
or unreasonable preference or advantage to, or in favour 
of, any particular persons desirous of purchasing coal for 
export, nor shall the State subject any particular person de- 
sirous of purchasing coal for export to any undue or unrea- 
sonable prejudice or disadvantage whatsoever. 

LXXXIX.—Any exporter to whom coal is sold for export 
shall divide all profits over ls. per ton equally with the Dis- 
trict Mining Council. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Interim Report of the 20th March last presented by 
me and my three colleagues (paragraph 15) outlined certain 
units of economy and of improvement which it was suggested 
should receive the attention of the Commission in the near 
future. Having regard to the magnitude and complexity of 
the question of nationalisation, it has been barely possible 
to touch upon these other matters, but I desire very briefly 
to report upon them as follows :— 


(1) Housing.—This matter is in the hands of the Local 
Government Board and (for Scotland) the Scot- 
tish Office, with whom we have conferred and 
who are fully alive to the peculiar urgency of 
the problem in certain mining districts. [ 
associate myself with the remarks of my friend 
Sir Arthur Duckham in paragraphs xi. and xii. 
of his Report. 


(2) Baths and Drying of Clothes.—I recommend that 
the Home Secretary should promote the neces- 
sary amendment in Section 77 of the Coal Mines 
Act, 1911, to make these facilities universal at 
collieries, and I have reason to, believe that the 
Miners’ Federation of Great Britain would 
exert very strong pressure to make their use 
almost as universal. 

(3) Continuity of Transport from the Colliery, and 
Pooling of Wagons.—I recommend that these 
matters should receive the earliest possible at- 
tention from the Minister-Designate of Ways 
and Communications (Sir Eric Geddes) as soon 
as his Department is fully constituted. 


(4) Clearance. 

‘(5) Reduction of Voluntary Absenteeism. 

(6) Use of machinery in Mines. 

Coal-Cutting. 
Coal-conveying. 
‘ Underground transit. 

(7) Elimination of unnecessary Distribution Costs.— 
I recommend that these matters should receive 
the early attention of an authority having the 
necessary technical and commercial qualifica- 
tions, such as the Advisory Board of the Con- 
troller of Coal Mines and his Department. 





This Report does not apply to Ireland. 

The evidence will be published separately. 

The learned counsel who watched the proceedings bn be- 
half of the Royalty Owners and of the Mining Association of 
Great Britain on page 6 of his printed speech formulated 
the question awaiting our decision as follows :— 

‘‘What changes should in the national interest be 
made, and when, by legislation or otherwise, in the 
organisation of the coal-mining industry? ”’ 

I agree that the question is a proper one, and have en- 
deavoured to answer it. 

I desire to express my personal thanks, and the obligation 
I am under, to Sir Richard Redmayne and Sir Arthur Lowes 
Dickinson, two of our Assessors, and to Mr. Arnold McNair, 
our Secretary, and Mr. Gilbert Stone, our Assistant Secre- 
tary, for the great help I have received from them in the 
preparation of this Report and throughout the inquiry. 
They are Government officials, and the Report does not 
necessarily express their views. 

All of which I humbly report for Your Majesty’s gracious 
consideration.

LICENCES FOR ENEMY PRODUCTS ENTERING 


BELGIUM. 

The Belgian Department of Economic Affairs is fre- 
quently approached for import licences in respect of 
goods coming from Germany. ‘These licences can only 
be issued in exceptional cases if they are required in 
respect of products that are absolutely indispensable to 
Belgium. 

All applications for import licences in respect of goods 
entering Pelgium across the German frontier must he 
made through the industrial group concerned, or with 
its approval. The centralisation of applications for 
licences by these groups is also recommended as being 
likely to accelerate their issue. 

In considering applications for licences, the Depart- 
ment of Economic Affairs will take especially into 
account the following points :— 

1. Whether the importation of the products in 
question affects the reconstruction of a business which 
has suffered from the war; 

2. Whether the product is a luxury or a necessity ; 

3. Whether it is in respect of goods which are not 
produced in Belgium in sufficient quantities, or which 
are not produced at all; 

4. What the prices ruling in Germany are, com- 
pared with those ruling in Belgium or in Allied coun- 
tries. 

All transactions shall be cash transactions, and all 
payments shall be made through the Comité des 
Changes (Exchange Committee) and the delegate of the 
National Bank at Aix-la-Chapelle. 





A COLLOIDAL SILICATE.

A later cable received by the India Office, despatched 17th 
June, regarding the Indian rainfall, records an. excess in 
the Bay Islands, Lower Burma, Chota Nagpur, Central India 
West, Berar, and the Central Provinces; normal in Upper 
Burma, Assam, Bengal, Orissa, and the Madras Coast North; 
fair in Bihar, the United Provinces West, Bombay Deccan, 
and Hyderabad North; scanty elsewhere. At present both 
Monsoon currents are weak. 





JAPANESE AND AMERICAN TRADE PROGRESS. 


Last week we gave the preliminary figures of the imports 
and exports of British India for the twelve months ended 
March last. It is not possible yet to give the trade classified 
by countries for the whole twelve months, but the returns 
up to the end of December, 1918, show the imports from 
Japan more than doubled, and those from the United States 
increased by about 25 per cent. The total value of the goods 
imported from Japan into British India during ihe nine 
months April-December of the past three years were as 
follows :—

THE FIJI ISLANDS. 
REPORT ON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner, New Zealand.) 

We hope to give extracts next week from a report by Mr. 
R. W. Dalton, H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand, 
upon the trade conditions of Western Samoa and the 
Tongan Islands. In the course of last year Mr. Dalton 
also visited the Fiji Islands and prepared a Report, which 
has been issued by H.M. Stationery Office (Cmd. 201, price 
3d.), and of which a summary appears eblow. 


POPULATION AND TRADE. 


The Fiji Islands include about 250 islands, of which some 
80 are inhabited. The main island is Viti Levu, on which 
Suva, the capital, is situated; but there are others of im- 
portance, such as Vanua Levu, Taveuni, Kandavu, Ovalau, 
and the Yasawas and Lau groups. There are only three 
ports of entry—Suva and Lautoka on Viti Levu, and Levuka 
(the old capital) on Ovalau. The total population in 1916 
was 159,321, of which 4,552 were Europeans, 89,562 Fijians, 
56,853 Indians, 2,515 Polynesians, 2,621 half-castes, and 
3,218 others. 

The total trade in 1917 was valued at £3,079,809 (imports 
£1,011,408, and exports £2,068,401), as compared with 
£2,329,908 in 1913 (imports £903,968, exports £1,425,940). 
The total revenue in 1917 was £335,064, as compared with 
£266,031 in 1913, and the total expenditure £300,718, as 
compared with £258,793. By far the most important pro- 
duct of the Islands at present is sugar, which forms about 
71 per cent. of the total exports of the colony. There is also 
an important production of copra, which has shown gradual 
development, and it is anticipated that the comparatively 
new rubber industry will become one of the most important 
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in the Islands. There is also a growing cattle industry, 
which is capable of very great expansion. 
The import trade of Fiji may be divided into three 
distinct trades—Fijian, Indian and European. ‘To some 
extent these trades coincide, but in the main they are dis- 
tinctly different trades. For the most part the Indians 
retain their native customs in the matter of clothes. The 
indentured Indians live in ‘‘lines’’ provided by the planters 
while the free Indians build themselves native huts. They 
use little furniture and few covking utensils. They purchase 
a good deal of jewellery, but this is of the special Indian 
type, either brought from India or made up by Indian 
jewellers in Fiji. The Fijian men usually wear a singlet 
and loin cloth (known as a sulu). Some disposition is being 
shown by the Fijians to wear shorts, but, generally speak- 
ing. they retain the native dress in its essential features. 
The Fijian women wear a singlet, chemise, sulu, and overall 
frock ; the last. for ordinary occasions, is usually a dark 
ground print, and for dressy wear may be made of any 
fancy materials. The Communistic system of living prevails, 
and at present shows no tendency to disappear. for a 
tropical country the climate of Fiji is very healthy, malaria 
being entirely absent. 
COMMUNICATIONS. 


Practically ali the inward business of the Islands centres 
in Suva, though one of the largest houses has its head- 
quarters at Levuka. Of the outward business, the sugar 
exportation is carried on chiefly from Lautoka, while Levuka 
has a big share of the copra business. : Bananas are shipped 
exclusively from Suva, which also takes its share of the 
other produce of the groups. The Islands are well served 
by ships from Australia, and the mail steamers to and from 
Canada also call at Suva. Even at present two steamers a 
month arrive from Australia, calling at Lautoka, Suva, and 
Levuka, in addition to the monthly mail steamer to and 
from Canada. The Island steamer from New Zealand to 
Samoa also calls on its upward and downward journey. In 
addition to these, the Colonial Sugar Company has its own 
boat, and the Union Company of New Zealand also sends an 
occasional boat for. sugar. The remainder of the shipping 
is now being done by schooner traffic to the United States. 
There is no direct traffic to the United Kingdom from the 
Fiji Islands. 

AMERICAN AND JAPANESE COMPETITION. 


While the extent of foreign competition for the trade of 
Fiji may be exaggerated, it must be admitted that this 
competition has become serious since the war, and that 
being confined in the main to a few lines it is more serious 
than the total trade figures would lead one to expect. The 
trade from Japan has shown a tendency to increase rapidly 
since the war; even though it cannot yet be said to be an 
organised trade, there are one or two Japanese firms in 
Fiji who indent for the larger as well as for the smaller 
merckants, and some of the larger merchants also indent 
for other firms. ‘he disposition to trade direct with Japan 
is thus showing a tendency to increase, but as bas already 
been stated, a good deal of the trade with Japan is still done 
through merchant houses, in Australia particularly. If 
there is any considerable extension of Japanese interest in 
the introduction of their own goods into Fiji, the competi- 
tion from Japan will undoubtedly assume more serious pro- 
portions, und it is not unlikely that such an extension . ill 
be experienced, other things being equal. It must not be 
forgotten that Japan has supplied a certain need of the 
Islands in goods of cheap quality which were formerly 
imported from Germany, and that in some lines at least 
which have been newly introduced since the war, it may 
require some special cause to displace them. The most 
important trades from Japan are, however, those in which 
she did a considerable business in pre-war years, viz., singlets 
and towels, for which the demand in Fiji is very considerable 
in relation to the total trade. The United Kingdom had a 
share of these trades before the war, and it should not be 
impossible to increase that share after the war; in these 
lines in particular, cheapness is a vital factor. 

_ So far as competition from the United States is concerned, 
it does not appear that this is as serious in possibility as that 
from Japan. Merchant firms in Fiji, however, have 
strengthened their associations with the United States, and 
after the war there will be, for this reason, greater facility 
for importing from America than existed before. More- 
over, United States firms are showing much more interest in 
Fiji trade than they have previously shown. One merchant 
in Suva stated that no less than half his mail at the 
present time consisted of letters from American firms who 
were anxious to open up in Fiji. Nevertheless, subject to 
the qualification that firms at home are prepared to show 
greater interest in the trade, it is considered that the 
competition from the United States need not be regarded 
very seriously. The trade from the States has been largely 
the result of fortuitous circumstance; the goods supplied 
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lrom that country are not cheap; they are goods in which 
the trade from the United Kingdom was formerly very 
strong and very satisfactory, or they are goods which have 
heen introduced to take the place as substitutes of standard 
lines formerly imported from other countries. There are 
certain lines, however, in which American firms have always 
held the trade, and for which firms at home should be able 
to compete. 

To sum up the genera! trade position, the United 
Kingdom’s share of Fiji import trade was very satisfactory 
before the war, and probably will again be satisfactory 
after the war, subject to improvements in a few classes of 
goods. The need for the future, therefore, if extension of 
British trade is desired, will be the development of the 
economic position of Fiji as a producer in order to develop 
it as a buyer. This development can only come as a result 
of the solution of some problems referred to elsewhere in the 
report, which if left unsolved will not only prove an 
absolute bar to further progress, but will, in all probability, 
result in retrogression. 


DiIveRSION oF EXports. 


There have been important diversions of trade outwardly 
from Fiji since the outbreak of war. New Zealand has 
always been the largest purchaser from Fiji, owing to the 
fact that a considerable portion of the sugar produced in 
the group is shipped to the New Zealand market to he 
refined there. The increase of trade with that Dominion is 
due almost entirely to the heavy crop of sugar in 1916. In 1916 
the exports of sugar to New Zealand were valued at £923,337, 
as compared with £723,620 in 1913. Of the total exports to 
Australia in 1916, valued at £779,808, £470,909 represented 
exports of sugar. In 1913 the exports of sugar to Australia 
were valued at only £251,476, the abnormal exports in 1916 
being due to the heavy crop. The other chief export to 
Australia is copra, of which shipments in 1916 were valued 
at £148,874, as compared with £138,661 in 1913. 

The large decrease in exports to the United Kingdom and 
the increase in exports to the United States is due largely 
to the diversion of the copra trade from London to San 
Francisco, and the growth of the total copra trade since 
the war. In 1913 the exports of copra to the United States 
were valued at only £1,557, while in 1916 they were valued 
at £103,245, there being no other goods exported to the 
United States in that year. A large increase in the produc- 
tion of copra in 1917 resulted in even greater exports to the 
United States in that year. The exports of copra to the 
United Kingdom decreased from £36,518 in 1913, to £3,792 
in 1916. 

Practically all the exports to Canada consist of sugar, 
and the increase in total exports since the war is the result 
of increased shipments of this product. Japan’s trade from 
Fiji is almost entirely in trocas shell, used for making pearl 
buttons, and the increased trade is the result of an increased 
interest in this product by Japanese firms. 


TrapDING METHODS. 


A yery important factor in the trade of Fiji is the 
Chinese and other native participation in the distributing 
trade of the Island. The Chinese element in particular is 
very strong. Some of the large Chinese traders in Suva are 
very strongly backed financially by large Chinese traders 1n 
Sydney and in China, and it is reported that cne 
Chinese firm is the wealthiest individual firm in Fiji. In addi- 
tion to these Chinese traders there is a disposition on the part 
of Japanese firms to open up in Fiji. One or two of these 
firms have been in existence in Suva for some time, and 
during recent years they have occasionally brought down 
schooners themselves with cargo for their own stores and for 
wholesale trade. Another Japanese firm which has opened 
in Suva since the war has worked up a large business on an 
indent basis, not only amongst the small native firms but 
also amongst some of the largest European firms. In addi- 
tion to these firms, which may be regarded more or less as 
wholesale firms, there is a large number of Chinese traders 
right throughout the group, and it is common knowledge 
that these small traders never deal with a European house 
if they can get what they want from a Chinese house. There 
is thus a strong foreign and particularly Eastern element 
throughout the trading interest of the group. British trade 
in the future has more to fear from competition from the 
East than from any other quarter, and the existence of this 
Eastern element in Fiji trade will accentuate the possibili- 
ties of this competition as its knowledge of trading methods 
“expands. 

Mr. Dalton thinks that British firms after the war cannot 
afford to maintain the detached attitude towards Fijian trade 
which they have taken up in the past. The trade in the 
most important lines is for the most part British, with one 
or two outstanding exceptions, but Japan in particular is 
in a very favourable position to secure trade in the islands, 
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and there is no doubt that firms in that country will make 
every endeavour to increase their share of the business. If 
the problems which face Fiji are settled satisfactorily, a big 
development is sure to take place in the next few years, a 
large population will spring up, and the inward trade will 
become relatively important. At present it is not very large, 
but in some important lines it is large enough even now to 
make it worth while for firms at home to protect their 
interests by constant attention. 

There are two banks with branches in Fiji, viz., the Bank 
of New Zealand, and the Bank of New South Wales. Goods 
are usually shipped cash against documents with drafts at 
30, 00 and even 90 days’ sight. Firms in Suva frequently 
establish letters of credit in London and in other markets 
from which they buy, usually paying from 2} per cent. to 
5 per cent. buying commission. Discount for cash against 
documents in London is usually 2} per cent. 

Agents from Australia carrying general lines travel 
through Fiji, and in addition to them there are a number of 
representatives of particular Australian houses in special 
lines who visit the Islands occasionally. 


SHIPPING. 


liji is entirely dependent on communication with the 
American and Canadian coast, and with Australia and New 
Zealand. This position has a double bearing on British 
trade interests in the group. In the first place there is 
always the possibility, which the war has increased, of trade 
being diverted to follow the shipping routes. The non-exist- 
ence of direct traffic with the United Kingdom has driven the 
copra trade of the Fiji Islands to America, and has also tended 
to induce inward trade from America. The second considera- 
tion is that the shipping arrangements, as they have existed 
in the past, tend to discourage direct trade, which it is 
thought would assist the development of British trade there. 

It is felt in Fiji, and Mr. Dalton’s investigations go to con- 
firm the view, that the shipping difficulty has increased the 
landed cost of British goods to an unnecessary degree. The 
position is probably not so serious in Fiji as it is in some 
of the other Islands, for the reason that, though the goods 
are transhipped always, those for Fiji are often merely 
transhipped by Suva merchants who have bought through 
tlicir own houses, while in the case of the other Islands the 
goods often actually go into stock in the intermediary 
countries. With Japanese competition so keen, and a 
growth of that competition so probable, the most desirable 
thing for British trade is that the price of British goods 
landed in Fiji should be as low as possible. In order to 
secure the lowest possible delivered price for British goods 
it is, I think, desirable that direct shipping communication 
with the United Kingdom should be established ; this apart 
from the desirability of having such a communication in 
order to divert the trade in Fiji’s produce (some of which 
consists of important raw materials) to the United Kingdom 
after the war. There is another consideration which affects 
the question, and that is that if the Indian labour 
question is settled, a line of steamers from India will he 
necessary to make free immigration and return possible. 

In order to bring about a satisfactory trade, it would seem 
to be essential that the preduce to be shipped from these 
Islands should be collected at one central port, and there 
appears to be no reason why, with an Island service such as is 
necessary for the Fiji Islands themselves, the produce of 
cther groups should not be collected in Suva or in some other 
port giving equal facilities. It is most important in the 
interests of British trade in general, as well as the deveiop- 
ment of the Islands themselves, that the questions both of 
inter-island communication and direct shipping to the 
United Kingdom should be given most careful considera- 
tion. It is not improbable that some form of subsidy would 
be required for a few years at least, but with the opportunity 
which Fiji in particular shows for development it should be 
possible eventually to make the service profitable. 


LABOUR. 


The most serious problem which iaces Fiji at the present 
time is that of the provision of an adequate labour supply. 
In the past the greater part of the manual work of the 
Islands has been carried on by indentured Indians, but 
within the last few years it has been decided that no further 
Indians shall be allowed to proceed to Fiji under any system 
of indenture. The last ship carrying indentured Indians 
arrived in Fiji in 1916, and as the indentures now existing 
expire the supply of labour for carrying on plantation work 
will become gradually less, unless some means is found of 
arranging for the introduction of further labour on some 
scheme which will be satisfactory to the various Govern- 
ments and will als» permit of plantation work being carried 
on properly. The number of indentured Indians in Fiji bas 
already decreased from 10,060 in 1913 to 7,232 in 1916, 
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The actual significance of this reduction of labour supply 
in relation to Fiji’s economic condition has been obscured in 
the past year or two by the influence of other factors which 
have reduced production in the industry most affected, viz, 
the sugar industry. In 1916 a record crop of sugar was 
produced, the cutting of this crop, together with adverse 
weather conditions, prevented the proper cultivation of 
lands for the ensuing year, while further adverse weather 
conditions have affected the industry since. It is estimated 
that the production of 1919 will show a further decline 


and although this decline is not caused primarily 
by labour shortage, it seems clear that in some 
degree labour’ difficulties are already responsible for 


a falling off in the importance of the industry, and it js 
certain that, whether the labour difficulty is solved or not. 
it will take some time for this and other industries (to a 
smaller extent) to recover from the blow which they haye 
already received. 

CoNCLUSIONS. 


In concluding his report Mr. Dalton repeats that the one 
outstanding problem which faces Fiji is that of the svlution 
of the labour question. Everything written in this report 
is written on the assumption that that question will be 
solved satisfactorily, The whole of the future of Fiji 
depends on this solution, and if the question is not solved it 
will not be necessary to attach any particular importance to 
Fiji’s trade. If the question is settled, then there should 
be a prosperous future before the Colony, bringing develop. 
ment of the production of raw materials and foodstuffs, and 
establishing a market for imported goods, which may not 
be unimportant in comparison with other markets. 

When: this question is settled there are other questions 
to which attention should be given ;\the most important are 
the granting of facilities for ready settlement on the land, 
and the establishment of inter-island shipping facilities of 
an adequate nature. 

One of the chief steps which should be taken to effect 
such an_ increase, and to place British firms on a basis 
corresponding to that on which foreign firms stand, 
would be the establishment of direct shipping facilities 
between Fiji and the United Kingdom, in order to ensure 
our recovery of the copra trade, which is in danger of being 
lost, and also to facilitate the importation of British goods 
at prices low enough to give them a reasonable chance of 
holding their own against foreign competitors in trades 
which have always been essentially British, and of en- 
deavouring to compete with foreign firms in trades which are 
primarily ijoreign. 

The British share of the trade before the war was very 
large, and a good deal of that which has been lost since the 
war will revert to Great Britain automatically when the war 
is over. Though there is room for improvement in some lines, 
and this improvement can to some extent be effected by 
greater activity on the part of British firms, any large 
increase in our share of the trade will, Mr. Dalton thinks, 
result from the adoption of general policies designed to 
regulate the course of trade (leaving out of account possibili- 
ties of preferential treatment of British goods under the 
Customs tariff) rather than from the individual effort of 
manufacturers or traders. 





EUROPE. 
NETHERLANDS. 








PROPOSED ESTABLISHMENT OF SMELTING 
FURNACES. 


A Bill was passed last year by the States-General propos- 
ing that the Government should take shares in a company 
to establish smelting furnaces in the country. The object 
of the Bill, mentioned on page 435 of the ‘“‘Journal’’ of the 
3rd October, was to enable an inventor to acquire the capital 
necessary for making a practical test in order to establish 
the utility and financial advantage of two technical pro 
cesses of ore-manipulation which he had invented. 

It has now been definitely decided that the new works 
shall be established near Ijmuiden, where a site covering 
200 hectares has been secured. The site will be connected 
hy rail and canals with the main lines of communication, 
and is situated on a comparatively high level, which brought 
about the final decision in favour of this site rather than a 
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site rear Rotterdam. This fact will considerably reduce the 
expense of erecting the works, as it will be comparatively 
easy to construct the necessary foundations owing to the 
elevation of the ground. The works will also have advantages 
with regard to the discharge of waste water. 

It is proposed to erect works containing two or three blast 
furnaces, though the general plan anticipates an extension 
later which will admit of the construction of six blast furnaces 
and possibly electric furnaces for electrolytic iron. The 
output of the blast furnaces will be 250 tons each per day. 
There is to be a Martin furnace with a daily output of COO 
tons, Which will receive the hot raw iron produced from the 
furnaces, and rolling mills with an output of 500 tons per 
day. It is calculated that these will consume 30,000 tons a 
vear of scrap iron outside the scrap produced by the works 
themselves. There are to be two batteries of coke ovens, 
with 60 ovens per battery. The necessary arrangements are 
being made for the utilisation of the by-products, such as 
tar, sulphate of ammonia and benzol. Slag will either be 
converted into cement or utilised in the manufacture of 
bricks, for both of which there is a great demand in Holland 
owing to the absence of stone. It is expected that the 
cale of these by-products will materially affect the cost of 
production to such an extent that German competition need 
not be feared. 

Until these more ambitious plans can be realised, tem- 
porary works will be established containing two or three 
Martin furnaces, which will produce 20 tons each _ per 
charge, calculated to give a total production of between 60 
and 80 tons per day. There will also be a small rolling mill 
producing bars and angles, with a calculated output of 150 
to 200 tons per day. 

A rolling mill already exists in Holland as part of the 
establishment of the well-known works near Utrecht, but it 
appears that this mill produces only plates for railway 
passenger carriages. 

It is stated that the necessary arrangements have been 
made with the Netherlands Government for the supply of 
coal from the State mines. 





SWITZERLAND. 
COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY IN 1917-1918. 


Every year the Directors of the ‘‘Swiss Association of Com- 
merce and Industry” at Zurich publish a voluminous report 
on Swiss trade and industry. The report appears in French 
as well as in German, and the most recent issue covers the 
period Ist October, 1917, to 30th September, 1918. 

This book of reference begins with a statistical summary 
of matters of general economic interest (factories, water- 
power, banking and currency, insurance, limited companies, 
trade and traffic). The second part of the report contains 
special articles on the various branches of trade and industry. 
At the head of each chapter stands the officia! Swiss trade 
return for the particular branch, giving imports and exports 
by weight as well as by value. Since these statistics are 
published each year in the same way, a comparison of suc- 
cessive reports easily shows the development of imports and 
exports of any given article. The text, too, contains statisti- 
cal information, which readily gives a comparison of condi- 
tions in 1917-1918 with those of previous years. Care has 
been taken to secure as great a continuity in these reports as 
possible, because only by comparative study of such docu- 
nents can the national economic developments be traced with 
some degree of certainty, ; 

Special attention has been devoted to Government restric- 
tions on trade in the text of the volume itself as well as in 
a special appendix. This appendix continues the full list 
of Government decrees on economic questions contained in 
former reports, up to the end of September, 1918. This 
table will enable traders to find any Government decree 
which may be of special interest. 

Considerable space has been allotted to banking, finance, 
and insurance, as well as to commercial education. 

The reports for the years 1915-16, 1916-17, and 1917-18, 
together with the report for 1918-19, which will be published 
towards the end of the current year, will present a complete 
record of Swiss economic conditions during the Great War. 
The fact that the last few reports have been widely dis- 
tributed in oversea countries shows that it has proved a 
useful guide in business circles.

DENUNCIATION OF COMMERCLAL 
ARRANGEMENTS. 
g notice appeared in ene ‘‘London Gazette’’ 
lor 17th June :— 

His Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs has 
received from the Greek Minister in London a communica- 
tion, dated 3rd March, 1919, giving notice of denunciation 
by the Greek Government, as from that date, of the follow- 
ing Treaty, Agreement, and Declarations, regulating the 
commercial relations between Great Britain and Greece, 
which provide for termination a year after notice of 
denunciation shall have been given by either of the High 
Contracting Parties :— - 

Treaty of Commerce und Navigation, 10th November, 1886. 

Commercial Agreement, 28th March, 1890. 

Declaratipn correcting error in Annex to Commercial 
Agreement, 28th March, 1890: 16th June, 1890. 

Declaration, Commercial Matters, modifying previous 
Agreements, 23rd November, 1904. 

Supplementary Declaration, amending Annex te Declara- 
tien, 28rd November, 1904: 17th May, 1905. 

These Treaty instruments will accordingly terminate on 
3rd March, 1920. 

2. In giving notice of the denunciation of the above 
Conventions, the Greek Government intimate their readiness 
to renew the above-mentioned Conventions tacitly for sue- 
cessive periods of three months, so that, failing three months’ 
final notice heing given on 8rd March, 1920, they will remain 
in force nnti! 38rd June, 1920, and failing notice on this last 
date named, they will remain in force until 3rd September, 
1920, and so forth. This proposal has been accepted by His 
Majesty’s Government.

CANADA. 
CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 

‘‘Appraisers’ Bulletin’? No. 1914, dated 13th May, 1919, 
which has been issued by the Canadian Department of 
Customs, contains various Customs Decisions as to the 
classification of articles under the Customs Tariff on their 
importation into the Dominion. The principal decisions in 
the Bulletin are as follow :— 

Silver alloy, in powdered form, composed of silver, tin, 

copper, and zinc, is declared dutiable under Tariff item 711, 
for which the rates of duty are 15 per cent. under the 
British Preferential Tariff, and 17} per cent. under tke 
Intermediate and General Tariffs. 
’ Locomotive or car wheel tyres of steel, wholly or partly’ 
machined, are declared dutiable under Tariff items 343 or 
454, for which the rates of duty are 20 per cent. under the 
British Preferential Tariff, 274 per cent. under the Inter- 
mediate Tariff, and 30 per cent. under the General Tariff. 

It is further declared in the Bulletin that Wire Rope, itor 
which wire has been imported under Tariff item 4U3 (a), 
should be composed of wire in strands, the strands being 
woven or twisted together. Importers’ attention should be 
cajed to this decision when entering wire under Tariff item 
403 (a).

The ‘Journal Officiel” (Paris), for the 18th June, publishes 
a Presidential Decree dated 17th June, which provides that 
the Customs duties on oats, barley and maize, in the grain, 
which were suspended by. Decrees of 2nd and 4th August, 
1914, are to be re-imposed, at the rates established by the 
Law of llth January, 1892, as from the 18th June. 

Consignments despatched direct to France before the 
publication of the Decree will benefit by the former regime.

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at St. John’s has for- 
warded copy of Resolutions submitted to a Committee of 
Waves and Means of the Newfoundland Parliament, in which 
it is proposed to make certain alterations in the Schedules 
to the Revenue Act, 1905. 

The effect of these Resolutions, if passed into law, will

lt is turther proposed that upon every parcel recgived 
by Parcels Post in the Colony, and criginally despatched 
from the United Kingdom, upon which Customs duty is 
payable, there shall be levied, in addition to the said Customs 
duty, a duty or tax of 5 cents. 


FRANCE AND FRENCH POSSESSIONS 
BILL FOR MODIFICATION OF THE TARIFF LAW. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of a copy of a Bill which was adopted by the Chamber 
of Deputies on 12th June, respecting the indication of the 
origin of foreign goods imported into France and the French 
Possessions. 

The following is a translation of the Bill as published in 
the ‘“‘Journal Officiel’’ for 13th June : — 

Article 1.—Article 15 of the Law of the 11th January, 
1892*, is modified to read as follows : — 

The importation, warehousing, or transit is pro- 
hibited of all foreign products, natural or manutac- 
tured, bearing on themselves or on their interior or 
exterior packing, cases, bales, envelopes, wrappers, 
or labels, etce., a trade mark, name, sign, or any 
indication whatever, unless such inscription is followed 
by a complete and exact statement, in French, of the 
country in which the product has been manufactured 
or produced. 

This statement shall form part of the *nscription 
and shall be printed in characters of the same dimen- 
sion, nature and visibility. 

The importation, warehousing, or transit of these 
products, even if bearing the statement of origin 
prescribed above, shall, however, be prohibited if the 
name, mark, sign, or indication is of such a nature as 
to lead to the belief that the goods are of French 








origin. 
Article 2.—Products presented for importation shall be 


accompanied by a certificate of origin viséd or delivered by 
the French Consul at the place of despatch, with the approva! 
of the Commission referred to in Article 4. This approval 
shall be mentioned on the visa or the certificate. 

Article 3.—The Ministers of Finance and Commerce may. 
however, authorise the importation into France without 
certificate of origin: 

(1) Of merchandise from countries, not forming 
part of Continental Europe, and according the same 
treatment to iImportations from Fvrance. 

(2) Of goods bearing the corporate mark of an 
industrial or trade association, recognised, for this 
purpose, by the French Government. 

Article 4.—Commissions shall be attached to the (French) 
Consulates, the composition of which, the functions and 
sphere of action, shall be determined for each port by the 
Ministers of Finance and Commerce, who shall also nominate 
the members. 

These Commissions are charged with all enquiries or veri- 
fications‘ to which the Customs Administration may sub- 
ordinate the entry of merchandise presented at its bureaux. 

*Article 15 of the Law of 11th January. 1892. prohibits the 
importation, warehousing and transit of all foreign goods 
bearing any mark or inscription of a nature to lead to the 
belief that the goods have been manufactured in France or 
are of French origin.

The visas or certificates demanded from Consuls for goods 
to be imported into France can only be accorded with the 
assent of the said Commissions, which assent shall be mep- 
tioned, with its date, on the document delivered. 

Article 5.—Merchandise or products which have suffer 
a transformation in a third country, subject to less favour. 
able Tariff treatment than that accorded to the country 0; 
origin, shall pay the duties applicable to the products and 
maiuiactures of the country in which the transtormation has 
been effected, according to the state of preparation or manu. 
facture in which they are imported, 

Merchandise or products which have suffered a transforma. 
tioa in a third country enjoying a more favourable Tariff 
treatment than the country of origin shall be admitted at 
the rates of duty applicable to the products and manutactures 
of the more favoured country : 

(1) In the case of raw materials, properly so-called. 
which have been,subjected to a complete transtorma- 
tion by which they have lost their ‘tindividualité 
d’origine.”’ 

(2) In the case of incomplete transformation, or 
simple accessory manutlacturing processes, only if the 
work done in the third country represents at least 5) 
per cent. of the total value of the goods, estimated at 
the time and place of importation into France, 
Customs duties not included, 

In all other cases goods remain hable to the Tariff accord. 
ing to their primary origin, entrep6t surtax, or surtax of 
origin being leviable in addition, in appropriate cases, 
according to the state in which the goods are imported. 

Article 6.—The impori, export, warehousing and transit 
is absolutely prohibited of all products bearing, either in 
themselves or on their interior or exterior packings, any 
marks, names, inscriptions, or signs whatsoever of such a 
nature as to attribute to them, directly or indirectly, an 
origin other than their actual origin. 

Article ¢.—The present measure shall be appiicable in 
Algeria, and in the French Colonies, Possessions and Pro- 
tectorates.

EXPORT AND IMPORT SECTION 


IMPORT OF GOODS OF FRENCH OnTGIN INTO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

The regulations which have been in force under the Agree- 
ment of August, 1917, are being continued, except in so far 
as they are modified by the amendments which have been 
made in Schedule A to the agreement. Under these regula- 
tions, it is the duty of the French exporter before despatch- 
ing goods to this country to obtain from the Paris Branch 
of the Department of Import Restrictions, 10, Place Edouard 
VII, Paris (as from Ist July the address will be Hotel 
Astoria, Paris) forms on which to make application for import 
licences, and he must undertake not to despatch the goods 
until he learns that the licence has been issued and sent to 
the British importer designated in his application. 

This procedure is not necessary for any article covered hy 
a general licence. All such articles are admitted without the 
production of special licences. 

In regard to the following goods, which are included in 
Schedule A to the agreement, application for import licences 
must be made by the importers in this country to the Depart- 
ment of Import Restrictions, 22, Carlisle Place, S.W. 1, not- 
withstanding that the goods are of irench origin :—Potash 
salts, motor cars, motor eveles and their parts, agricultural 
machinery, optical and laboratory glass, toys and games, 
hoots and shoes of all kinds, gold nibs, jewellery, other than 
unset precious stones, hops, cotton hosiery (not including 
embroidered hosiery and gloves), spirits other than brandy, 
rum and ligueurs, and the following ornamental feathers: 
heron, egret, bird of paradise, lyre bird, albatross, condor, 
argus pheasant.

A, applications for licences should be made by the importers 
as indicated: -~

[IMPORT PROCLANIATION. 


4A Proclamation, dated 25th June, has been issued under 
Section 43 of the Customs Consolidation Act, [876, of which 
the following is the operative parl:- 

“As from and aiter the date hereot, subject as hereinafter 
provided, the impertation into the United WKingdom of the 
following articles is hereby prohibited, viz. :— 

Chemicals of all descriptions 

Electrical goods and apparatus, including electrical 
plant and machinery of all kinds, and insulating 
materials of all descriptions. 

Scientific, mathematical, and optical instruments. 

Tungsten powder and ferro-tungsten. 

‘Provided always, and it is hereby declared, that this pro- 
hibition shall not apply to any such goods which are imported 
under licence given by or on behalf of the Board of Trade, 
and subject to the provisions and conditions of such licence. 

“This Proclamation may be cited as the Prohibition of 
Import (No. 32) Proclamation, 1919.” 





[IMPORTATION OF CHEMICALS. 


The Board of Trade desire to give notice that wnereas 
the Prohibition of Import (No. 32) Proclamation of 25th 
June, 1919, prohibits, infer alia, the importation of all 
chemicals, the terms of the Prohibition have been thus 
widely drawu solely for convenience cf administration, and 
that it is not the intention at present to do more than to 
control the entry into the United Kingdom of certain classes 
of chemicals of a high degree of purity. The Department 
of Import Restrictions will therefore almost immediately 
issue general licences for a large number of chemicals which 
are not of this descriptior, and they will also issue licences in 
suitable cases and for limited quantities of the chemicals 
which are retained under control, For this purpose the 
Department will be assisted by a committee which is now in 
process of formation, and which will contain representatives 
of official, screntific, and trade hodies connected with the 
Chemical Industry.

FOCD URDERS., 
MAXIMUM PRICES FOR VEAL. 


On 3lst May last the Food Controller revoked the Orders 
of the Ministry of Food which controHed the sale of calves 
and fixed maximum prices for veal. The result has been a 
sudden and excessive rise in the price of veal. The wholesale 
price of veal, for example, rose from 7s. per stone of 8 Ib. 
to approximately 16s. per stone, while the retail prices rose 
hy at least 100 per cent. In consequence, calves which ought 
to have been kept for rearing have been sold in large 
quantities for slaughter, and this has given grave concern to 
the Board of Agriculture. The Food Controller has, after 
very careful consideration, and with the concurrence of the 
Board of Agriculture, re-imposed maximum retail prices 
for veal. These prices will, until further notice, be the same 
as those in force up to 3lst May last. The new Order came 
into force on 25rd June. It does not apply to Ireland. 








THE REGISTRATION OF MEAT CUSTOMERS. 

The Ministry of Food announce that as a result of the 
recent drought and its detrimental effect on the fattening ot 
live stock, there is a danger of the amount of meat available 
for consumption being restricted, and it has accordingly been 
decided that registration of customers with retailers for 
butcher’s meat, which it had been hoped to abolish on the 
30th June, niust continue. Registration for sugar and butter 
will also continue. 

The public are accordingly warned that they must, until 
further notice, keep their ration books so as to be able to 
produce them to the retailers with whom they are registered 
when required. 

The existing system of rationing for meat, butter and 
sugar will be continued tor the present, both for the general 
public and tor establishments. 

THE SEEDS, OILS, AND FATS ORDER, 1919. 

Owing to the excessive rise in the price of certain oils and 
fats, and in order to limit speculative sales and purchases of 
raw materials, the [ood Controller has made an Order 
restricting dealings in certain scheduled seeds, oils, and fats, 
to persons licensed by the Ministry of Food. ‘The Order 
comes into operation on 23rd June. The articles at present 
scheduled are: Copra, Cotton Seed, Ground Nuts, Palm 
Kernels, Coconut Oil, Cotton Seed Oil, Ground Nut Oil, 
Palm Kernel Oil, Sova Oil, Premier Jus, Oleo Oil, Neutral 
Lard, Linseed Oil, and Linseed. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Director 
of Oils and Fats, New County Hall, Lambeth, S.E.1, who 
has already circulated an explanatory memorandum to the 
trades concerned. :

FOUCD URDERS., 
MAXIMUM PRICES FOR VEAL. 


On 31st May last the Food Controller revoked the Orders 
of the Ministry of Food which controHed the sale of calves 
and fixed maximum prices for veal. The result has been a 
sudden and excessive rise in the price of veal. The wholesale 
price of veal, for example, rose from 7s. per stone of 8 lb. 
to approximately 16s. per stone, while the retail prices rose 
by at least 100 per cent. In consequence, calves which ought 
to have been kept for rearing have been sold in large 
quantities for slaughter, and this has given grave concern to 
the Board of Agriculture. The Food Controller has, after 
very careful consideration, and with the concurrence of the 
Board of Agriculture, re-imposed maximum retail prices 
for veal. These prices will, until further notice, be the same 
as those in force up to 3ist May last. The new Order came 
into force on 25rd June. It does not apply to Treland. 








THE REGISTRATION OF MEAT CUSTOMERS. 

The Ministry of Food announce that as a result of the 
recent drought and its detrimental effect on the fattening of 
live stock, there is a danger of the amount of meat available 
for consumption being restricted, and it has accordingly been 
decided that registration of customers with retailers for 
butcher’s meat, which it had been hoped to abolish on the 
30th June, niust continue. Registration for sugar and butter 
will also continue. 

The public are accordingly warned that they must, until 
further notice, keep their ration books so as to be able to 
produce them to the retailers with whom they are registered 
when required. 

The existing system of rationing for meat, butter and 
sugar will be continued for the present, both for the general 
public and tor establishments. 

THE SEEDS, OILS, AND FATS ORDER, 1919. 

Owing to the excessive rise in the price of certain oils and 
fats, and in order to limit speculative sales and purchases of 
raw materials, the Iood Controller has made an Order 
restricting dealings in certain scheduled seeds, oils, and fats, 
to persons licensed by the Ministry of Food. ‘The Order 
comes into operation on 23rd June. The articles at present 
scheduled are: Copra, Cotton Seed, Ground Nuts, Palm 
Kernels, Coconut Oil, Cotton Seed Oil, Ground Nut Oil, 
Palm Kernel] Oil, Sova Oil, Premier Jus, Oleo Oil, Neutral 
Lard, Linseed Oil, and Linseed. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Director 
of Oils and Fats, New County Hall, Lambeth, S.E.1, who 
has already circulated an explanatory memorandum to the 
trades concerned. '
